Skating Rink, Philadelphia, on Monday, Feb. 


-21. We also publish portraits of the leading 
pedestrians whoare to compete in the race, in- 
cluding Christian Faber, ot New York, the “Po- 
lice’ Gazette’ entry, who has made a record of 
581 miles. 

The trophy is made of solid silver and gold, 
and the large .horse shoe which surrounds the 
fox’s head in the center of the belt is 
set with diamonds. The “Police Gazette” 
diamond belt was offered by Richard K. Fox 
for competition in July. 18%, at Boston, and 
was won by Frank H. Hart under the condl- 
tions governing thc trophy, and he covered 57 
miles and won the trophy. George D. Norzmac 
finished second and Chas A. Harriman finished 
third. The “Police Gazette” trophy is acknowl- 
edged to be the most valuable emblem eyer 
offered for a champion prize. It cost $1,600, in- 
cluding the diamonds, and is three times as 
valuab.e as the Astley belt offered for compett- 
tion by Sir John Astley. The belt has to be 
won three times before any one can claim it as 
his personal property. 

In the coming race all the leading pedestrians 
in the United States and Canada are entered, 
and there are over fifty contestants. Frank 
Hall is the manager of the race, and the POLICE 
GAZETTE‘will be represented by Wm. E. Har.- 
ing, while James Watson, of the Philadelphia 
Press, will fill the position of referéee. It is ex- 
pected that the race for the “Police Gazette’ 
belt will eclipse any race that oe: occurred in 
this country. 

This is undeniably the ‘cad trophy of 
the kind ever offered and is one more proof of 
the fact that Richard K. Fox can always be de- 
pended upon to do everything that enterprise 
and money can produce to advance the cause of 
manly sport.

The 
wound in the breast is not serious. 

Wyatt Sneed went in auotber direction and was cap. 
tared by Officer W.H. Bunch. The woman McCall 
did not attempt to escape. There is still another mau 
wanted, Charles Murphy by name,a relative of the 
Sneeds. He went East.and it is believed will be cap- 
tured by Sunday, as expert officers are on his trail, 
and Wortben, the sheriff, is in command. 

Additional particulars dy not materially change the 
report as heretofore published. The constables, it is 
charged, were lured to their death by the woman Mat- 
tie McCall, who induced them to come to the Sneed 
house, where they were assassinated. They were fired 
upon by men in the bouse, and fel) fighting for their 
lives. In the course of the slaughter, Bratton, whom 
they failed to kill at the first fire,as they did Smith, 
shot Mann Sneed in the band and breast. 

The coroner’s inquest completed its labors and re- 
turned a verdict that they were shot by either Mann 
Sneed, Wyatt Sneed or Charles Murpby. The crime 
was committed in Pulaski county, nesr the Grunt 
couaoty line The Sheriff of Grant County and a num 
her of citizens, including a brotber of Bratton, attend- 
«d the inquest. Fears of lynch law induced sherifi 
Worthen to rush the Sneeds and Mattie McCall into 
Little Rock for safety. 

The Sneed family have a very unsavory name. The 
father ot Mattie McCall, one J. B. Sneed, and her.bus 
>and are botb doing time now in the penitentiary. 
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GOT THE DROP ON THEM.

A Tolona, Tll.. telegram says: <A bold attempt to 
rob an express car on the Wabasb rai!way was made 
ibe other night. When the tnroagh express train was 
about balf way from Philo to Tolona the attention of 
Jack Tyrrell, the engineer ip charge, was attracted by 
4 noise behind bim, and looking back he saw three 
well-dressed young men coming toward him over the 
‘ender. They advanced to tbe cab and perewptorily 
ordered the fireman to hold up his bands and the en- 
cineer to stop the train, as they were going tbrough 

be express car, which usually carriesa rich load ot 
‘brough currency packages on this run. 

Tyrrell is one of the most fearless engineers on the 
Wabash, and he at once grasped the situation. Saying 
‘hat be would comply with their request be soon 
found an excuse for opening his tool box. Taking 
‘rom it a revolver he suddenly Hourished 1t io the face 
of the would-be robbers. wio realized that be bad the 
drop ov them and surrendered. Elated with bis vic: 
wry, Tyrreii then compelled them one by one tojump

from the engine as it sped along’ toward ‘Tolona, in- 
stead of holding them under arrest. 

The robbers.are believed to have boarded the train 
atSidney. It is supposed they secreted themselves 
behind the tender on the tront end of the express car, 
and finding it impossible to gain access to the car 
except tbrough the side duors they decided upon forc- 
ing the engineer to become an un willing accomplice 
in the robbery, but mistook their man. 

The place selected for the attack upon the engineer 
wasin the Embanos bottom, a locality particularly 
fitted for the carrying out of such a project. The rob- 
bers, it 1s believed, are the same men who attempted 
to wreck the Jilinois Central night express at Savoy, 
on Jan. 2. Both jobs are undoubtedly the work of 
amateurs. 
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CAPT. GEORGE KENYON’S STRUGGLE.

- The trial of Capt. George Kenyon, proprietor of the 
Ocean huuse, at Narragansett Pier, R. L., is attracting 
mucb attention, especially among the legal fraternity. 
This is the first instance as tar as is known, witbin a 
decade, where a ccmmission of medical experts have 
been appointed by the Supreme Court to determine 
upon the sanity or insanity of a patient confined with. 
in th ls of the Butler asylum. Tne traverse of 
the cage, as relates to a portion of the legal gentlemen 
invoiyed in the suit, bas been as circuitous and singu- 
lar as many ‘ot the incidents and transactions relating 
to bis arrest and confinement in an insane asylum. 

The lite of Capt. Kenyon, truthfully and graphically 
written and described, would be as interesting and 
dramatic in many of its features as that of tue patb- 
finder, Kit Carson of the Rockies. 

For ten or fitteen years, Capt. Kenyon bas been the 
architegt of bis own fortunes. He was one of the 
early pioneers in the California guld craze of °49. He 
sailed a vessel on the coasts of Florida and Texas, ac. 
companied by his wife, fora oumber of years. Some 
fifteen years ago he purchased the Ocean House, bis 
present estate at Narragansett Pier, and with the as- 
sistance of the wife of bis choice he bas cleared $3,000 
to 96.000 annually for a number of years, an‘ to-day he 
has an interest in some of the most valuable property 
in the South county. 

We publish elsewhere geistenits ot Mrs. Susan Ken- 
yon, the wife of the captain, Stephen ‘I. Caswell, his 
brotber-in-law; Stilman Saunders, and James P, 
Cross, the trustee appointed by che court, all who play 
leading parts io the trial and struggle against the gal- 
lant captain.

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TWICE HUNG. 








That is what is Likely to be the Experience of Theo- 
dore Baker of Santa Fe, N. M. 


Friends of Tbeodore Baker, now confined in the 
penitentiary at Santa Fe under sentence of death for 
the murder of a man in East Colfax county, New 
Mexico, think ft particularly bard tbat he should be 
compelled to mount the gallows. The Territorial 
Supreme Court bas just rendered a decision in his 
case affirming the sentence of death, and fixing the 
date of his execution on the 18th of this month. The 
prisoner's friends will see It they cannot get the case 
before the United States Supreme Court, on the 
ground tbat Baker has once been hanged for the 
crime, and that the proposal to bang him again is in 
violation of the Constitution of the United States, 
which declares thata man shall not be twice put in 
jeopardy for the same offence. ‘ 

Baker’s crime was the killing of Frank Unruh, a 
little more than a year’ago. Ubruh was a surveyor 
and Baker bad been asked by him to keepa watcb 
upon affairs at-Ubrob’s ranch while the latter was 
absént. In this way Baker and Mrs. Ubrub struck up 
an intisgacy, which lasted for some time. Concerning 
the denguement there are conflicting stories. Baker 
and the woman say that Ubruh attacked Baker and 
tbat the shooting was in self-defense. Neighboring 
ranchers assert, however, that the hason was notori- 
ous and that Bakerand the woman had more than 
once threatened to make way with Uhrub. The posi- 
tion in which the body of the murdered man was 
found, aid tbe tact that. builet marks in the wall of the 
room ind@icated that the shooting was all on one side, 
also served ‘to fix guilt upon Baker. The prisoner isa 
young man of more than the ordinary intelligence, 
and the woman, who is nowin jail at Springer await. 
ing trialasan accessory, is prepossessing in appcar- 
ance. 

As soon as Baker was placed under arrest he was 
conveyed to Springer. where he was seized by a mob 
and lynche4 before he could be put in jai). Murders 
bad beea of frequent occurrence in that vicinity, and 
it was efouzh for the crowd tu know that the offizers 
had a man charged with that erime. It is not prodable 
that one man in ten who participated in the lynching 
of Baker knew anything ofthe circumstances of the 
crime with wbich be was charged. Having banged 





~pim in the regulation style to tbe limb of a tree and 


fastened-tbe loose end of the rope to the trunk. the 
mob watched the dangling bovy for a tew minutes 
and then left the spot. dividing up among tbe various 
saloona of the town, where the incident created only a 
passing sensation. While the lynching was going on 
the sher# was wa'cbing affairs near by, and as soon 
as be saw the crowd disperse he rao quickly to the 
hanging ‘torm and cut it down. Witb the assistance 
ot a deputy he carried the body to tbe back door of the 
jail, and on entering that building and. giving orders 
Dot to bedisturbed he proceeded. with the assistance 
of a pbysician, to revive his prisoner. Baker had 
been banging by the neck for ten minutes when he 
= cut down, and at least fifteen minutes more 
elapsed before the sberift had bim in tbe jail. 

All this time-the prisoner waz unconscious and ap- 
parertiy lifeless. But the Sheriff went to work on 
him witb great efergy, and after half an bour of rub- 
bing and tbe application internally and externally of 
spirits, be was rewarded by seeing tbe man who had 
been banged open his eyes and jook wonderipngly 
about him. Alltbat night the Sheriff never left bis 
charge tor a minute, and by morping of the next day 
he had Baker sufficiently revived to breathe witb reg- 
ularity and to eat in a mechanical way some light 
food. 

Thus far no one in Springer bnew of the recovery. 
except the Sheriff, bis deputy, and the doctor, and it 
was decided that the maiter should be kept a profound 
secret until Baker could be removed to Santa Fe for 
safe keeping. This was accomplished during tbe fol- 
lowipg week, and the man who bad bad such a strange 





experience was placed under the care uf competent 
physicians there. At first Baker could not talk at all 
but gradually his thoughts became more collected, and 
on several occasions be described to visitors, The ‘Sun 
correspondent among them, bis Seasations as he was 
banging to the limb from which be had been loosely 
swung. 

For six months he suffered _ intensely from pain in 
the head and trom dizziness, sometimes becoming al- 
most deranged, being unconscious of bis surroundings. 
During these periods he would live over again his ex- 
perience at a rope’s end, and on recovering be would 
be weak and greatly depressed in spirits. On his trial 
tbe tacts as to bis previous execution were igvored, 
though half a dozen men from Springer were present 
and ready to swear that the real Baker bad been 
hanged once for the murder of Ubruh. The identifi- 
cation of the prisoner was complete. of course, but uo 
amount of testimony will ever satisfy the Springerites 
that the man now in custody there is the one that 
they lynched. Among the most active friends of tbe 
prisoner now are the men who helped tu bang bim, 
and if they bave any influence he will not again go to 
tbe rope. 

Althougb under the decision of the. Territorial Su- 
preme Court Baker must hang on the date appointed. 
it isthe general belief that he will be respited for 
thirly days at least, to give bis friends time to make 
some efforts in bis behalf. 
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SHOCKING DOMESTIC TRAGEDY. 
, 


Early the morning of Feb. 11, Watkins Dupuy shot 
and killed bis wite and then made a most desperate 
attempt at suicide at Farmersville, W. Va. 

Dupus is a farmer and lives ina sparsely inhabited 
neighborbood about-ten miles east of Farmersville. 
His tamily is old and respected. He had been mar- 
ried about twelve years and had five children. 

For some time he has been acting queerly, and ex 
hibited extreme jealousy of his wife. 

The fatal evening he carefully loaded his revolver 
and placed it under his pillow when retiring. He re- 
quested his wife to wake him early and was arouseri 
about 4 A. M, He immediately commenced quarrel- 
ing with bis wife. accusing her of infidelity. She de. 
fended herself and attempted to quiet him. 

Suddenly he drew the revolver ani the poor woman 
fled, calling on the aged negro servant for help. The 
frenzied busband followed and fired, shooting her 
through the body as she was attempting to open the 
door. She fell, and the pitiless murderer stood over 
her prostrate form and emptied the revolver into ber 
body. replying to her appeal for mercy witb curses. 

Dupuy then handed the revolver to bis nine-year-old 
son, took out bis pocketknite, inflicted several awful 
gasbes op bis tnroat and stabbed bimself twicein the 
region of the beart. 

The old negro servant. hastily summoned the nearest 
neighbors, who tound both busband and wife still liv- 
ing, but very low. The nearest physician arrived in 
time to take the wife’s ante-mortem stulement, but 
she died within two huurs. She had been sbot four 
times, twice through the body. 

The murderer cannot live. He is conscious and 
realizes the awful crime he has committed, but re- 
fuses to make any statement. He has given directions 
as to the disposition of his small property, and'has at- 
tempted to provide as far as possible for the welfare 
of the children. The little ones will be cared tor by 
the neighbors, temporarily at least. 

There is little doubt {bat Dupuy was jissane. There 
was apparently no foundation for Dupuy’s jealousy. 
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SHOTGUNS AND KEROSENE. 














A terrible tragedy, resulting in the loss of two lives, | 


occurred at Schieisingerville.a small town just north 
ot Milwaukee, Feb. 12. Charlies Ktose, a saloon keeper, 
aged seventy. first shot his wife and then killed him- 
self as the result of a domestic.quarrel. Klose kept a 
small hotel, as well as a saloon, and a peddler who 
stopped at his place was the only witness of the 
tragedy. x 

Klose and his wite became engaged in a quarrel 
early in the evening. and afterwards the woman went 
into the kitchen and began preparing dough for the 
morniue’s baking. The man went to bis room, secured 
a single-barreled sbotguu and crept back to the kitch 
en. He then discharged the gun at the unconscious 
woman. 

The charge took effect in ber face and head, scatter 
ing her blood and brains all over the table and room. 


,; She fell dead with a moan as Klose reloaded his gun 


and attempted to kill bimself. He was not snccesstul, 
only blowing off one of bis cheeks. He seized another 
gun, took a kerosene can, poured its contents over 
the floor and set the room ablaze. 

By this time neighbors had been aroused by the re- 
ports of the gun. Hearing them coming, Klose placed 
the muzzie of the gun to bis moutb and fired it with 
bis toe. As the first of the rescuing party entered the 
house Kluse fel) forward, the whole top of his head 
being blown away. The fire was extinguished before 
much damage was done. 
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A FORTUNATE RANCHER. 

J. H. Cole isa rancher, farmer and stock-raiser, w 
lives, when he is at home with his family, at Fisher- 
man’s Bay, a well known point for bunt¢rs to co 
gate in Sonoma.county. A few weeks ago Mr. Col 
came to San Francisco and sold a lot ot hides to Davi- 
son & Rued, dealers iu leatbér, on-Clay street. While 
in the storea friend, who is jn tbe employ of the 
Government, met bim, and while in conversation the 
Sonoma county rancher requested the Federal official 
to get two coupons in the Louisiana loitery for the 
January drawing. This was done and Mr. Cole re- 
turned home witb tbe tickets in bis possession. When 
be picked up a copy of the Chronicle a few days later 
and saw 91.960 in the list as having drawn the capital 
prize of $150,000 he packed up his grip sack and made 
rapid prozress toward the railway siation. When he 
was convinced that he had actually won a tenth of 
the big prize and carried the ticket to the Anglo- Cali- 
tornia Bank and forwarded it for collection, then he 
went back bome io his ranch and his family, and 
took things very quietly. When he received notice 
tbat tbe $15,000 had actually been paid and wasto his 
credit io the bank, be exhibited the first signs of ex- 
citement and surprise. He imagined that even if his 
number had drawn a prize, he would either not get 
the money or only a part of it. The friend who 
bought the tickets tor him said yesterday that Mr. 
Vole wasa man well known in Sonoma, where te 
basa lived for mapy years.—San Francisco (Cal.)

he was at her house on Friday, Jan. 28, and drove the 
Rhoades woman away in the direction of the scene of 
tbe murder in the evening. They also recallthe tact 
that all day Saturday the sorrel borse and the buggy 
were in Mrs. Rhvuades’ shed or stable, and that on 
Sundsay, the 33th, she hitched up and drove away with 
the most pertect unconcern, and that her bouse re- 
mained tenantless unti] it was broken open by the 
Officers with a search warrant. But little is known of 
Mrs. Rhoades turther than that for a year past she 
wasawoman of easy virtue. Four years ago John 
Rboades and his wife Sarah came to Greenville, stat- 
ing that he bad come trom HarJin county, but was 
originally from Peyton, W. Va. It is certain that the 
woman’s people reside there. They opened a restau- 
rant on Third street and did fairly well. Two yearsago 
they sold out and bought a house on Morrow street, in 


what is known as the “Goose Pasture,” in the lower | 


part of the town. Thedeed was made to Mrs. Rhoades 
and a mortgage given for $300 of the purchase money, 
which still remains unpaid. The Rhoades got along 
Late in 1885 Mr. 
Rhoades suddenly disappeared and was never heard 
from since. When he lett there was $16 due him from 
Mr. Rody Ryan, a railroad contractor, which Mrs. 
Rhoades succeeded in collecting. 

At first Mrs. Rhoades said ber hushand had secured a 
large timber contract in tbe northern part of the State 
and bad gone to make arrangements for removing 
there. A little later she claimed thot he had returned 
to West Virginia. but finally declined to talk about 
bim, and by ber conduct with otber mev showed that 
she never expected him to return. 

Mr. Ryan and several others speak very well 
of Rhoades, and it is hinted that be was possibly put out 
ofthe way. His circumstances preclude thé idea that 
be would walk away with $16 due him, which Ryan 
would have paid at « moment’s warning on ‘the order 
of the snb-contractors for whom Rhoades worked. 

Almost three mouths az0 Mrs, Rhoades took a note 
for $500, drawn by Jobn Coucher, Blizzard’s brother-in- 
Jaw, payable to the Jatter for borrowed money, to the 
Second Nationa! Bank and tried to discount it for casb, 
but the bank retused. 

The whereabouts of the note is yet unknown. Two 
weeks ago Mrs. Rhoades called on Attorney O. A. 
Baker and told him that Blizzard was going to pay off 
the $300 murtgage on her bouse, and asked him to go 
with Blizzard and see that everything was properly

done and the mortgage canceled. Blizzard never 
called on Baker. and so far as known, the mortgage 
was not satisfied. These and various other circum- 
stances go to show that Mrs. Rhoades understood all 
about Blizzard's financial affairs, and was in reality 
better informed concerning them than Mrs. Blizzard 
herself. It is pretty clear that Blizzard had converted 
the most of his credits into cash, and had tt on his pner- 
son on the 28th of January when he called on Mrs. 
Rhoades, 

The woman m the case is not bad looking, but still 
far from prepossessing. She is forty years of age, 
rather large, of coarse. masculine features and could 
nearly sport a beard. she has a well-defined mustache, 








poriion of the right cheek being broken; one finger of 
the left hand is cut and nearly torn off, and the arm 
broken above the wrist, as would be the case ina 
heavy fall or a hard blow upon the bali of the hand 
where it is held upindefense. ‘The scalp wounds did 

not fracture or even indent the skull, and several- of 
them did not cut entirely tbrough the scalp. They 
are on tbe top, back and sides of the head, the pothts 
standing in all directions, and looked as tbongb they 

were hacks to mutilate and not kill, or were made by 

weak and timid blows at the hands uf a child or wo. 

man. °A murderous man striking to kill would have 

sun the blade of the hatchet into the brain. There 

is notbing to indicate thst the skull was broken with 

the poll of the batcbet, there being no impression in 

the scalp or the broken fragments of the skull, but a 

broad contusion and a general breaking in of the 

crown of the skull with fractures exteuding down the 

side, such as would follow the dropping of a man from 

an elevation so tbat he would strike fairly on the top 

ot bis head. Not a single trace of blood or a stiuggie 

has been found anywhere, and no implement ot death 

bas been found, unless it was a 22-calibre pistol with 

all the chambers loaded, found in the woman’s house. 

Looking at the dead man, aud taking ail the known 

circumstances into consideration, the deed seems jo 

have been committed un the evening of January 28... 

Blizzard and a companion drove out of Greenvillp: 
along the pike in a buggy. His companion bad a piste! 
and ‘a hatchet, of which be was not aware. They 
drove to and beyond the bridge, probably, and then 
turned back toward the town. As they approached 
the bridge bis companion, sitting on his left side, shot 
him in the neck and be fell forward unconscious, or 
probably dead. 

Tben the murderer seized the batchet_and struck 
eighteen weak, timid blows to make sure ot killing 
bim. As be fell forward he grasped the dashboard. his 
fingers closing between the metal guard and the dash. 
Tbe murderer then :Jeaped out of the buggy, which 
had stopped un the bridge, and grasping the dead 
man’s feet dragged him out, tearing away bis finger 
and breaking his arm. After robbing him he was 
again seized by the feet and dropped head foremost 
trom the bridze, a distance of at least eighteen feet, 
striking fairly on the top of bis bead upon a Jarge. 
cake of finating ice, crushing his skull into tragments 
and pressing it down upon bis brain. From thence he, 
floated down the creek a quarter ofa wmile,.where the 


body was found. The murderer tben got into the 
buggy and drove away. 

“Who was tbat companion ?” 

Thereis but one answer: “Mrs. Rhoades.” Seen 
riding away from her house witb the murdered man 
on Friday afterneon, Jan. 28. On Saturday morning, 
the 20th, she was at home and Blizzard’s sorrel mare 
was seen in her shed. She fed and watered the animal. 


‘On Sunday morning. the 30th. she bitcbed up and 


drove away at once. Since then neither she, the sorre) 
mare with its white face nor the side-bar buggy bas 
been seen or even heard of in Darke county. Taken 
all ip all, the,mysterious murder, the nonchalance Of 
Mrs. Rhoades and her sudden disappearance with the 





murdere:i man’s animal and vebicle, and the complete 
covering up of her tracks, is without parallec). Is it 
possible that she had an accomplice ? It is, but ii is 
hardly probable. Is it possible thut her accomplice 
bas murdered ber, also, and thrown her body in some 
stream or place of concealment ? This might be pos- 
sible, but no one seems to think so. 

There was an unconfirmed rumor that the horse 
and buggy bad bec n tound at Getty sturg, but upon in 
quiry it lacked contirmation. A c.retul inspection of 
the Rhoades house gives additional niystery tothe 
aftair. Articles of male attire which bave been in re 
cent use, including a pair of youth's boots covered 
witb fresh mud, have been disc..vered. It is said that 
they would just fit the missing woman. A young man 
who has had some connection with Mrs: Rhoades told 
au officer that sbe was in the habit of -inasquérading 
in men’s attire, and when so dressed, would: pass 
readily tor astout youth of nineteen-o« twenty, and 
that she had (requent'y been about the saloons and

public places thus disguised, without those who knew 
ber as a woman suspecting her identity, This young 
map said that she wore her hair closely sbingled, al- 
though when she appeared on the streets as a woman, 
she wore a luxuriant growth of hair.

A young and beantifal girl wassbot in the: head by 

an assassin within a short distance of Mount Holly, N. 
J., Tuesday: week, and. left to die by the roadside. 
Next morning her almost lifeless body was found 
where she had fallen. She ha3 since been unconscious, 
and ber death is expected any moment. 

Mary C. Anderson, seventeen years of age, daughter 
of William Anderson, a farmer, has for some time been 
living witb a relative, B. 8. Colquitt, who owos & fine 
farm at Newhold’s Corner, just on the edge of Mount 
Holly. Miss Anderson was a general. favorite, owing 
to her attractive personal apvearance and her amiable 
and agreeable manners. Of late she has bad several 
callers from among the young men of the neighbor- 
hood, but the most constant and frequent cailer was 
young Barclay Peak, a good-looking fellow, who lived 
at home with his fathersJogeph Peak, who owns the 
adjoining farm. It is not known that she particularly. 
encovraged the young man, but of al] her caers he 
was the most persistent in his attentions. - 

Miss Anderson had complained of not feeling well 
Tuesday afternoon and seemed to be engaged at times 
in deep thouzht. When supper was announced she 
pleaded a poor appetite as ao excuse tor not joining 
the family at table, ‘and soon afterwards arose 
from her seat by the fire and, throwing a 
shawl over Ker bead and shoulders, remarked 
that she was geing out. Nothing was thought 
of this, as she had frequently gone. over to 
Mrs, Peak’s, who was her aunt by marriage, to spend 
an evening, and when she did. not return tor some 
time it was thought she had gove there. When 9 
o'clock arrived the family. remarked that it was 
strange Mary did not return and, after waiting a 
while for her, came to tie conclusion that, since it 
was a damp and disagrévable night, she had decided 
toremain all night at Pesk’s, so they went to bed 
wilbout making any inquiry. . 

In the morniog the discovery was made. Amos 
Johnson, an elderly farmer, was driving over the road 
from Newbold’s corner to tbe mills at Eayrestown, 
and as he reached the small bridge that crosses the 
brook near the Colgsitt house bis attention was at- 
tracted by what appeared to be the form of a young 
woman lying on the sward, a sbort distance from the 
entrance to the lane leading to the Peak homestead.

Sev-, 
eral startiing. revelations and sensations followed, 
Several young girls, daughters of poor parents, were 
“mysteriously”. missing from their.bomes in Mil- 
waonkee. In several cases unsuccesstul attempts were 
made to abduct such girls forcibly.. In one case a 
beautiful girl, ving with ‘ber parents on the soutb 
side, while on ber way home through a lovely part ot 
the city at night, was seized by two men and forced 
into a carriage and an attempt made to chloroform 
her, while the borses were driven at a rapid rate to- 

ward a station in the country on a railroad leading 
portb. She fought end screamed till ber captors al- 
lowed .ber to escape. Several young giris.were ac- 
costed by strangers at night and invited to “take a 
ride.” Some of the girls who disappeared mysteri- 
ously never returned. Their parents were poor, there 
was no money Incentive for anybody to prosecute a 
search, and tbe disa:pearances were torgotien ex- 
cept by the families trom which the unfortunates bad 
gone. 





DEATH BEFORE CAPTURE. 


A Desperate Burglar to pe His Pursuers som 
Into the Raritan River, N. J. 





{Subject of Illustration.} 

Poet office burgiars at an early hour the othe> morn- 
fug made a raid on Bound Brook, N.J. While at work 
they were surprised by a number of the villagers, and 
‘one of the marutders, while trying to escape, plunged 
into the Raritan. where it issipposed be was drowned. 
His companion was captured. Bound Brook is a 
sinall village of 2.000 inhabitants on the banks: of the 
muddy Raritan, The post office ts of the tourth class, 
and the postmaster is Wm. H. Alpaugb, who, with 
his partner and brother-in‘law, H.C. Rutt, keeps a 
country grocery stere in which the post office is sit- 
uated. 

Between 2:30 nud 2:45 o'clock the morning of Feb. 10 
Night Telegraph Operator Geo. C. Somers walked out 
on the rear or west-bound platform of the Central 
Railroad statfon at Bound Brook. Across from.the 
station, about one hundred yards distanr, is the store 


-of Alpangh & Rutt. Intervening is a park, with wind- 


ing roads leading up to the plattorm. The attention 
at the operator was attracted by a bright light in the 
store and post office. Wsually only a dull light 1s.seen 
in the store,and the operator, becoming suspicious, 
walked over to the post office and began an investiga- 
tion. Inside he saw two men deliberately hauling 
boxes and packages from tbe shelves and Jaytug the 
contents on the’counters on the west side of the store. 
It didn’t seem just right to the operator, and a closer 
look convinced bim that the men, from their garb and 
strange appearance, bad no right to be present in the 
store, Without alarming the late workers Somers

torth of the caged burglars, By thia time notbing 
could be seen of the two men who had been .ereating 
such havoc In the’store. Postmaster Alpaugh declared 
that they had retreated to the cellar under the, store, 
and he was much. concerned for the eggs and other 
farm products stosed. there. Nevertheless he holdly 
advanced to tbe door and inserting bis key unlocked 
the door.. When this entrance was made none of. the: 
villagers advanced, but a half dozen iustily shouted to: 
the barglars to come forth. There was no- ‘response. 
The crowd outside waited for the burglars_to appear, 
every trigger having a finger on it ready for immedi- 
ate action. _ Presently a coutless man rushed. out into. 
the crowd, which opened. upon bis approach. The 
fugitive was tal), well-formed and remarkably fleet of 
foot. He dashed across the road towards the railroad 
tracks, beyond which was the Raritan river. The 
moon was on the wane; and by its light deep shadows 
were cast by the railroad buildings.

Carney comes to this country to fight John McAuliffe for the ‘Po- 
Nee Gazette” diamond belt, which represents the light-weight 
ebampionship of America and is valued at $1,500. We recently 
published a portrait of Carney and his record.

The wen will fight with skin-tight 
gloves, in six weeks, ‘within 100miles of Philadelphia. The fight 
will be in private and with fifyeen men a side. $250 a side has been 
posted with Richard K. Fox, who has been selected final stake- 
holdcr. The balance of $2500 side is to be deposited two days be- 
fore the fight. The ‘‘Police Gazette” diamond belt, which repre- 
sents the light. weight championship of America, is the most valu- 
able trophy ever offered. Ic is made of sterling gold and silver, 
and the design is beautiful and artistic. The following is a de- 
scription of the trephy : The belt consists of nine large solid silver 
plates, which are arranged four each side of a 
jarge centre plate, which represents a shield. The 
centre plate is twelve inches long and ten inches in breadth. 
On the centre of the shield isa portrait of Richard K. Fox, the 
donor, aud on the top fs a large head, in solfd gold, of a fox, sur- 
rounded by a large circle in which are sct diamonds, sapphircs aud 
rubies. Above the portrait of Richard K. Fox is a large American 
eagle. also of solid gold, grasping & group of flags in which are dis- 
plaved in various colored enamels the national ensigus of England, 
Ireland, Germany and America. The centre shield is Gnished at 
the top with a gold star, on which {is set a solitaire diamond set 
with silver rays. On each of the next adjoining panels is the 
figure of a pugilist in gold. On the next two panels, on either 
side. are the rose of England and shamrock and harp of Ireland. 
The next two panels contain one of them. in solid gold, the eagle. 
shield and violet of America and the thistle of Scotland. The last 
two panels arc vacant, in order to have engraved upon them the 
names of the contestants and the final winner. As it lies in its 
velvet case, a solid mass of sterling silver and deep yellow gold, 
glittering with precious stones. and large enough to be a breast 
plate for an Amazon, it is, by all odds. the very handsomest, most 
artistic and most valuable prize for which strong men have ever 
been wont tocontend, from the daysof the Roman Coliseum to 
the present hour. 


Ever since Ike Weir, the “English feather-weight 
champion, defeated Farrell, a novice, there has been considerable 
discussion iu regard to the fistio abilities of Weir and Tommy War. 
ren, the American feather-weight champion. The Roston sporting

I am not boasting or looking for reputation: or notoriety, 
but mean strictly business; and to prove Iam in earnest I have, 
or least my backer hag, deposited a forfeit of $250 wits Richard K. 
Fox for Weir or his backers to cover. If Weir and his backers 
mean business, they will at on:e cover my backer’g money and 
notify me to meet them at the Potice Gazette office to sign arti- 
cles. If Weir does not accept, then the challenge is open to any. 
feather-weightin Americe, and boxers must stand. 1 am not a 
talker, nor dol care about fighting battles in the newspapers. The 
battle-field I prefer to fight in is on the green sod, within the 
ropes and stakes, with the stars and stripes entwined in the im- 
mortal Irish green for my colors.

Tommy WaRREN, 
Feather- weight Champion. 
The bold and manly challenge issued by the plucky little Irish- 

American should ,either make the backers of Weir put up their 
money and accept or compel them to creep through a knot hole. 
Warren hasa first-class backer who will “‘play’’ his money, and 
Warren {s iu earnest and the conditions he proposes fair,so that 
there does vot appear to be any obstacle in the way of arrenging a 
match if Weir and his party mean business. A battle between 
Warren and Weir would create quite a seosation. owing to the fact 
that Weir is from England and will represent that country while 
Warren wil! represent this country and Ould Ireland. Both are no 
doubt the two best feather-weights in the world. but who is the 
best, the Irish American or the English champion, 1s a questi 
that can only be settled in the twenty-four foot ring. 


The “Police Gazette” correspondent at Dublin 
writes the following interesting sketch in regard to Jem Smith, the 
English champion. and his visit to this country, which will be read 
with interest by the half million readers of the Potics Gazetre, as 
the English champion will arrive in a few weeks on these shores. 
The Pocice Gazetre correspondent says: When, some time back, 
1 was asked by a member of the Stock Exchange to go with him 
and witness a boxing competition at old Bill Richardson's, the Blue 
Anchor, Shoreditch, I little thought that that particular evening 
swould be well remembered by me in future years. As mostof my 
Irish friends know but little about the Blue Anchor, I may as well 
tell them that this quiet, unpretentious-iooking tavern in Church 
street, Shoreditch, is the home of boxing io the East Fud—I might 
almost say thatit is the home of the fiatic art in London iteelf, and 
many & well-known pugilist has made his residence there in the oli 
days, under the fostering care of the late Bill Richardson. Poor 
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career. He is now succeeded as landlord by Tom Symonds, who 
had the management of his boxing saloon during the latter part of 
Richardson's lifetime. 

On the evening in question, seme two or three years back, as I 
entered the Blue Anchor Boxing Saleen, whose walis are covered 
with framed photographs and engravings of bygone heroes, both in 
the ring and on the runaing path, | little thought that [ should then 
see for the Grst time a boxer who would ultimately stand in the 
position as England’s fistic champion. On that night I saw Jem 
Smith for the first time, as he then won a glove competition or- 
ganized by Tom Symonds, and in which he defeated Jack Wannop,. 
the wrestler, and ers. 

Smith is a Lon r by birth, though certainly of Irish descent. 
I thiok both his parents were born in the Emerald Isle, and the 
champion himse)f inherits much of the wit and humor that ‘so. fre- 
quently distinguishes natives from across St. George's channel. 
Beith was born fu Kea Lion Market, Cross street, St. Luke's, on 
Jan 21, 1963, and as a‘youngster he had many ups and dowds, both 
with the konckles and in life itself. Originally Smith earned his 
Mving fo the timber yards in the East End, and it was there that he 
Gisplayed istic ability amongst his mates. He was generally looked 
wpon os‘’a good rough ‘un,"’ and used tn frequent some of the 
doxing saloons in Whitechapel. It was there that he first met Jack 
Kuifton, and the veteran, Jem Goode, a well-known character in 
the doggy world, aud who is the father of Jem and Bill Goode, both 
of whom have contested in the ring. Inthose days Knifton was 
Yrequentiy to be found at poor Ted Napper's old house. the 
Five Iukheres, Nichol! street, Shoreditch, and I well. remember on 
the night the match for the glove Aight between George Rooke and 
Denny Harrington was made, senriy secing Jem Goode aud Jack 
Knifton come to blows in the ‘bar parter. However, an order of 
“drinks round’ by an old ring supperter stopped wrathful proceed- 
| ings, and eventually. getiing Jem to sing his favorite song, ‘'The 
| Seid Man,” the clouds of dissension passed away. and harmony 
reigned supreme. 

Smith has made his name very quickly. I fancy his first success 
was in a competition at the Griffin, Shorcditch, but he did not 
show very prominently as a boxer. Later on he beat Snowey, of 
Holloway, and was then matched to box Harry Arncid ‘ora £10 
purse. Arnold hailed from the Dials, and he fought well and 
plackily against such a poworfal opponent as Smith, and although 
the latter had the best of the fighting from first to last, it took the 
East Ender nearly aa hour to polish off Arnold. Jt was after this 
match that I first made Smith's acquaintance. that being, as above 
stated, at tne Blue Anchor, Snoreditch. There he had all his oppo- 
nents, his fighting abilitics standing him in good stead, more than 
one of his opponents feeling the power of his right hand. An im- 
portant match that Smith was engage in was a glove fight with 
Woolf Rendoff. The fight took place in a room at aclub in the 
East End. Smith had the misfortune to injure his right arm some 

time before the end, but he neverthvlerss ma:aged to beat his oppo- 
nent. A fight in the old style was Smith's next success. His op- 
ponent was Jack Davis. and it was for £100 a side and the cham- 
pioyship, and it took placc on December 17, 1886. They fought in 
& 22-foot ring in a well sheltered hollow on the borders of the 
counties of Surrey and Sussex. That was a well-arranged, well- 
menaged fight, and we experienced no interruption from the 
police. I did not think we should sce a lonz battle, as I never en- 
tertained any great idea of the merits of Davis's fighting pcwers. 
The third round was the best contested, but Smith’s right was 
very. effective atthe last, and when Davis came up for the next. 
he evidently entertained great respect for his opponent. The 
sixth round was the last and final, and Smith quickly scttled mat- 
ters by staggering Davis with a blow from his left, and With a 
swinging right one on the jaw he knocked him clean out. ‘ The fight 
only lasted seven minutes fifty-rix seconds, and it was in this con- 
test that Smith showed his best form. His friends were so delighted 
with his prowess that a battle with Alf Greenfield was specdily ar- 
ranged. It will be remembered that this took place at Maison 
Lafitte, near Chantilly, on Fobruery 16 of last ycar, when, after 
fighting Gfty-Gve minutes, the ropes were cut, a round of roughs 
burst into the ring, and it was declared a draw. though undoubt- 
edly Smith would have won. A long special account was pub- 
lished in the columns of the Sport at the time, so I necd not relate 
the incidents of the fight, nor comm:nt upon the dastardly conduct 
of the horde of Birmingham roughs who were in Greenfield's cor 
mer, nor of the unsportsmanlike action of a blatant Midland book- 
maker. The recent procecdings between Smith ard Knrifton, the 
fruitless journey to France, the trip to Catheram, the attempt to 
leave East End 1p a furniture van, aud the denouement Se Bhad- 
well police station, are all matters that have occurred s0 ‘Theently 
that they are well within the recolicction of my readers. That 
Smith was behaved badly to from first to last there is little doubt ; 
and although 1 will not go so far as to say that it was Knifton him- 
self that would not fight, I am oercain that it was one of his party 
that prevented the meeting taking place and who furnished the ine 
formation to the authorities.

His weight 
when in condition fs 12 stone 10 pounds. His height is 5‘ feet 8% 
inches, this. curiously enough, being the same as that of Ned 
-Hanlan and poor Fred Archer. Smith is a sturdier built and more 
powerful man thati even Tom Sayers himself; but with all due re- 

Spect to our hero, he bas vet to prove the same ability as the hero 
of Farnborough. fam not going to say that Smith would not be as 
good as Sayers ifhe had cheopportunity, but ao much rubbish: has 
been written by incompetent authorities who know uothing of old- 
time doings at thé ring side, that a false impression has been 
formed. gad many. people have been taught to believe that Smith is 
the best Bnglisbman with his fists we have ever seen. That Smith 
fe a real good fighter there is no doubt, and the terrific power he 
possesses in the wée-of the right hand will always be a dangerous 
Weapon to whoever he meets. Whether-he would have his 
own jn the old dafs of thering is a matter impossible to say, but’lt - 
fe certain that Smith has. en taught to. believe that he is the con- 
centrated essence of ull that. was great and good of the ‘old- time 
champions, by the consummate iguorance and hero-worshiping 
propensities of those who surrougd him. . He bimeelf is a quiet, un- 
pretentious young fellow, and it says a great ceal for. his own 


. Judgment and self-respect that he has not been spoiled by the 


effusive atteution. and adulation. of his would be friends. I have 
enjoyed many a quiet chat with Smith when I have met bim at 
rage- meetings or other, places where sporting men do. congrezate, 
and I must gay that,I have never heard one word of biuster or 
arrogance fall from hig lips’ He is always the same—gentlemanly 
iu manner, with nd assumption whatever Few people who saw 
him in bis clothes would ‘consider by his looks that he is the pugil- 
istic champion of Bngland 

According to present arrangements it is the intention of Smith 
and Mitchell to leave for America in March. There they will. of 
course, give boxing exhibitions. and itis announced that Smith will 
make a match to fight the famous Jobn L. Sullivan for the ‘Police 
Gazetie”’ diamond belt, which represents the championship of the 
world. What alteration Snilivan’s accident will make to Smith's 
intentions remains to he seen, but all sportsmen would like to sce 
the English and American champions meet iu a fair stand-up fight. 
The reputation possessed by J. L. Sullivan is great indeed. He is 
reported to be a Wonderfully good boxer. possessing plenty of powcr 
and activity. . His strength is enormous. and it will be remembered 
when he fought Paddy Ryan in February, 1883, Sullivan put an 
eud to the conflict, after fighting 9 rounds in 11 minutes, by a ter- 
rific right h blow which broke Ryan’s jaw. Sullivan wa; 
born at Boston, U. 8., in Octover, 1858, and is therefore in his 
twenty-ninth yeér. Mitchell gained a great reputation in America 
in a glove fight of a certain number of rounds, so that a tolerably 
good line can be formed concerning what chance Smith woul.i have 
with his redoubtable opponent. It is safe to say tha. 
unless Mitchell thinks that Smith has a great chance of 
Gefeating the Americaa champisu no match will be made iu 
the prise ring proper, though they may battl: with the 
gloves. In indickting the chance of their meeting we must not for- 
get the recent acéident to Sullivan, and also the fact that a great 
deal more money Could be made by entrance fees for a boxing ex- 
hibition, or what is known as glove fight, if the authorities will 
permit it, than could be secured bs meeting in the ring. That the 
old country has a sturdy representative ion Jem Smith there is no 
doubt, and if he should be fortunate enough to vanquish Sullivan 
there is little doubt that all the old love of the ring, tbe love that 
yet lies latent for what was once Britain's greatest sporting insti- 
tution, will burst forth with she greatest enthusiasm, and on his 
return to this side of the Atlantic Smith will command a reception 
chat never has been equaled in this country by any sporting 
celebrity.

An East St. Louis Policeman Arrested fer the Mys- 
terious Crime of Last November. 





An arrest was made at 10 o'clock the morning of 
February lith, ‘on toe corner of Broadway and 
Market street, St.. Louis, which it is believed will 
clear up the mystery surrounding the assassination of 
ex-Mayor Bowman pt East St. Louis. On the night of 
Nov. 20, 1835. Mayot Bowman was returnipg to bis 
bome from Bellevitle. and was shot tbrough the head 
in the street, not twenty steps from bis own door. He 
was an excessively bitter political partisan, and his 
mysterious murder was set down as the ‘work of bis 
political enemies. No trace of the assassin could be 
found at the time, but detectives have been at work 
on the case ever since, and that moroiog Jobn W. 
Voice, a member of the East St. Louis police force, 
was lured on this side of the river and taken. into 
custody. Thowas Furlong, chiet of the Kk system 
secret service, made the arrest: 

The evidence thus fas giver out Is that ‘on the night 
ot the murcer two treight thieves bad secreted some 
stolen property in the vicinity of Bowman's residence, 
They saw the ex mayor returning bome and watched 
him closely. As he turned to enter bis yard they al- 
leze that Voice stepped out from behind a pile of tum- 
ber, and, wahing auntt! Bowman had passed, deliber- 


‘ately shot him. They ran off in an opposite direction 


from that taken bs the, murderer. After being ar- 

rested, Voice was taken back to Tilinojs and conveyed 

tn a close carriage to Belleville. He denies the accusa- 
tion and says he can prove an alibi. 

“The detect'ves are tryin to secure a confession 

from him, firm!ys believing that Voice was hired to do 
the work by prominént Fast St. Louis offictals. A 
reward of $10.000 was offered at tbe time for tbe arrest. 
of che assassin. 

At the time of the murder party lines in East St. 
Louis politics had teen effaced. and the only parties 
were the Bowmans and Anti-Bowmans. The strite 
was so desperate et one time that Bowman held the, 
city by force of arms, and two of his adherents were 


_ tilled in an assault on the Anti-Bowmanites, who 


took refuge in the City Hall. 

Voice has for several years been known as a pretty 
tough citizen. He killed ‘@ man five years ago. He 
was a bartender for Timothy Halloran. a brother of 
the chief of pulice. at the time Mr. B)wman was mur 


dered, and was soon after placed on the police force, 


where he has since served. It Voice proves to he the 
right man histrial will no doubt result in develop- 


CONVICTS ESCAPE. 








There is much excitement in Cartersville, Ky., over 
the escape from the Bartow county jail of Tobe and 
Sam Jackson, the two brothers who were convicted 
and sentenced to the penitentiarv tor complictiy in 
the famous dypamite case. Tube was convicted

‘out, that the latter hadn’t sense enough to get out by 
‘himself. Tney then bade Mr. Jones good night, and
